Wilmington teachers were told 
last week, in no uncertain terms, 
the contract offer that originally 
guaranteed no layoffs and pro- 
mised future pay raises in exchange 
for a one year salary freeze was no 
longer valid. 

The school committee voted four 
to three on Wednesday to officially 
withdraw its offer following a plea 
by Supt. William Fay to "crys- 
talize" the staff situation for the 
year ahead. The offer had been 
unofficially removed from con- 
sideration in June when the board 
riffed 23 teachers and other 
personnel, 

Fay said with the loss of the 
teachers and 51 upcoming transfers 
throughout the system, officials are 
looking at "the most chaotic 
(school) opening probably we've 
ever seen." He asked the committee 
for a firm decision on the layoffs 
so administrators can schedule 
classes for September. 

What prompted Fay's request was 
a letter from the Wilmington 
Teachers’ Association which was 
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received last week by Chairman 
Aldo Caira. The letter informed 
the committee WTA members 
would meet on September 3 to con- 
sider the amended contract. 
Committeemen seemed puzzled by 
the letter and maintained that it 
came too late since the seven 
percent raises had already kicked 
in and teachers had already been 
laid off. In addition, Dr. Shirley 
Callan noted it was their attorney's 
impression that the contract offer 
was already off the table. 

"What's done is done," stated 
Andrea Paglia. 

"The Wilmington Teachers’ As- 
sociation had plenty of time to get 
back to us. That offer is dead," said 
Peggy Kane. 

Phil Fenton felt the board 
shouldn't be so hasty. He said he 
was concerned about how students 
will fare in September, especially 
with fewer teachers and larger 
Classes, 

"We've got some real problems 
here. I almost feel like we're biting 
off our nose to spite our face," 
Fenton said. 
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Contract offer 
declared dead 


John DeMarco pointed out it was 
unfair to expect administrators to 
wait until September for an 
decision from the WTA. He 
motioned that the board give the 
union until August 7 to call a 
membership meeting and vote on 
the amended contract. Only Fenton 
went along with DeMarco's mo- 
tion. A second motion to withdraw 
the offer and make the contract 
invalid passed in a four to three 
vote.The board next directed Fay 
to prepare student schedules based 
on 21 less teachers, 

In related business the board 
rehired three teachers and hired 
one new person for a one year 
special education position, That 
position will reportedly be paid for 
with a grant. Those rehired were

part time teacher in music. 


Directors hang on 
to their positions

A move to once again eliminate 
three directors’ positions in the 
Wilmington School System failed 
Wednesday in a four to three vote 
of the school committee. The board 
originally cut the director of 
athletics, the reading director, and 
the performing and fine arts 
director in order to replace them 
with supervisors having teaching 
responsibilities. Last month, the 
directors were reinstated when 
committeemen were informed it 
would be less costly to keep them. 

At Wednesday's meeting, Peggy 
Kane motioned to reconsider the 
directors’ positions after her board 
voted unanimously to convert 
seven department chairmen to 
program supervisors for grad 
through twelve. The supervisors 
will each teach five class 
recommended earlier the directors 
each teach two classes. 

Kane argued it was redundant to 
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keep directors who would have 
responsibilities similar to the new 
supervisors, She maintained a 
savings would be realized by 
eliminating the directors, especial- 
ly in the area of travel expenses and 
secretarial help. Kane suggested 
any extra funds go to the curri- 
culum committee or towards 
additional buses. 

Bob Peterson and John DeMarco 
argued in favor of keeping the 
directors. They said eliminating 
the positions would not be cost 
effective, especially since the com- 
mittee would have to pay stipends 
to cover extra work now picked up 
by the three administrators. In 
addition, said DeMarco, the 
directors oversee programs from 
kindergarten through the twelfth 
grade. 

“No one has shown me they can 
save any substantial money," added 
Peterson. 


Kane questioned what direct 
services the directors are 
providing for their base salary of 
$40,000. 

Supt. William Fay explained, 
while supervisors will work a day 
consistent with the teaching staff, 
the directors work longer hours 
including some holidays and a 
longer year. 

Dr. Shirley Callan said she had 
concerns for the long term impact 
if the board retains the directors. 

“Where is this going to stop?" she 
asked, referring to the higher sala- 
ry commanded by the directors. 
She pointed out that the directors 
are currently paid between $252 
and $284 a day. She maintained 
that “somewhere we have to cut 
back or we'll lose more classroom 
teachers." 

Andrea Paglia, Kane, and Callan 
voted to eliminate the positions. 
The motion went down in defeat.

Town licks ice cream 
vendor's complaint 


The Town of Wilmington has 
won a case broughtby an ice cream 
vendor who claimed that the town 
violated a law in seeking proposals 
for selling ice cream at the town 
beach, 

Tina Maynard of Sunny Day Ice 
Cream had charged that the town 
violated the state Uniform Procure- 
ment Act. She had gone to court last 
month and secured an injunction 
against the town interfering with 
her ice cream business. 

In a decision issued on Thursday, 
Judge George. O'Toole of the 
Lowell Superior Court ruled that 
the town had not violated the law 
because the law did not apply to the 
instance at hand. . 

The. town had sold an exclusive 
franchise to sell ice cream at the 
town beach to Michelle's Ice 
Cream. The business is owned by 
the Ciaramaglia family, who paid 
$2000 for a one-year franchise. 

The matter began two years ago 
when the two ice cream vendors 
started competing for the ice cream 
business at the beach. The scene 
became quite nasty, with verbal 
exchanges and complaints of coffee 
being thrown. 

In an effort to control the situ- 
ation and generate some income for 
the town, Town Manager Michael 
Caira last year asked that vendors 
pay $1000 for the right to sell at the 
beach. Michelle's paid, Maynard 
did not. 

This year, the town sent out an 
invitation to bid on the right to sell 
at the beach. The invitation was sent 
to all vendors who had a town 
hawkers and peddlers license, and 
to everyone who paid the 1990 fee. 
This list, however, only had three 
persons on it, all members of the 
Ciaramaglia family, since Maynard 
had declined to bid the previous 
year and did not hold a town 
license. She cites a state law in 
claiming she does not need a town 
license. 

Maynard charged that the town 
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did not solicit bids from an adequate 
number of vendors, since all three 
vendors solicited were under the 
same business, Michelle's. 

On July 2, she was granted a 
preliminary injunction and then an 
extension, barring town officials 
from interfering with her selling 
ice cream. That injunction is now 
void, superceded by the ruling. 


Judge O'Toole ruled that the law 
cited applied to contracts for pro- 
curement of supplies, services or 
real property by a governmental 
body. The town did not procure any 
supply or service, did not spend any 
money and has not acquired 
anything. 

The judge therefore dismissed the 
complaint. 


Local firms key 
to program's fate

The Wilmington Business/School 
Partnership may remain an in- 
tegral part of the school program 
next year, provided the superin- 
tendent of schools can work 
something cut with local businesses 
committed to the concept. 

The program was placed in jeo- 
pardy in the spring when the school 
committee voted to eliminate Al 
Fessenden’s position in the system. 
Fessenden had been employed as a 
social studies teacher as well as 
head of the work study program 
and coordinator of the partnership. 

Last month, Supt. William Fay 
said it was his understanding the 
committee only cut the position and 
not the entire partnership pro- 
gram. He suggested, because of the 
"tangible benefits" derived from 
that program, Fessenden remain 
and teach only two classes and 
divide the rest of his day between 
work study and the partnership. A 
majority vote allowed Fay to seek 
alternative ways to retain the 
business/school program without a 
negative impact on the school 
budget. 

At last Wednesday's meeting, Fay 
said his original suggestion with 
the coordinator teaching two

classes was still the most workable 
solution. In lieu of that, he said he 
would be willing to see if local 
firms would underwrite the cost of 
a stipend for the coordinator's 
position. 

Peggy Kane stressed the 
importance of not dropping any 
Social studies classes in order to 
have Fessenden fulfill his other 
duties. Fay said it would be 
impossible to expect Fessenden to 
teach more than three classes if he 
is overseeing the other programs, 
He added three classes could be 
absorbed into other social studies 
sections. 

Committeeman Bob Peterson 
suggested the companies might be 
willing to pay the cost of a part 
time social studies teacher so no” 
classes are lost and Fessenden 
won't be burdened with more than 
two classes. 

"I would be willing to actively 
support this," said Fay. 

The board voted unanimously to 
table the issue until the superin- 
tendent had a chance to discuss the 
idea with the business sector. Dr. 
Shirley Callan commended the 
companies for their willingness to 
stay with the partnership and help 
out during the school's budget 
crisis,

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State gives commitment 
on Route 93 connector 


After many years of planning and 
discussion, the proposal for an 
interchange On Route 93 near the 
Woburn-Wilmingion line is being 
given a green light. The mayor of 
Woburn recently received a letter 
from. the Mass. Dept. of Public 
Works, notifying him of the 
department's formal commitment 
to moving forward with the $9 
million project.

Attorney general approves 
town meeting articles

office of the approval of articles 
voted in the annual town meeting on 
April 27. The approvals cover 
changes in the town by-laws, zoning 
by-laws and zoning map. They are 
now if effect. 

By-law changes: 

Article 13, changes the Council 
on Aging to the Elderly Services 
Commission.

Six engineering firms have 
submitted proposals to the 
Wilmington Water & Sewer 
Department, saying in effect that 
they would like to do a feasibility 
study for the engineering and 
planning of an independent sewer 
treatment plant for Wilmington, to 
be located off Eames Street. 

The letters were received in the 
latter part of July. The commis- 
sioners discussed some of the 
problems involved in their August 
first meeting. No individual pro- 
posls were discussed. _ 

~Wilmington-is paying for sewer 
treatment according to its 
population, not according to the 
services received. The tab for FY 
92 is $1,092,495. At this time there 
are about 600 residential, com- 
mercial and industrial users in 
Wilmington. The septage from 
these users joins the sewer mains of 
the Masschustts Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA) at the 
Woburn/ Wilmington line, and is 
taken to the Deer Island plant in 
Boston 

The Boston DPW costs (annual) 
at this time for this part of the 
operation is less than half a million 
dollars a year. The projected cost 
of the MWRA improvements will 
shortly be over $3 million a year, 
and are increasing rapidly, because 
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The third phase would be 
construction, which would take 
about 15 months. 

There is to be some private- 
sector participation in the building 
of the road connecting to Com- 
merce Way. There will also be a 
grant from the state, with no city 
funds used.

If three of the ‘firms should 
withdraw, for good reason, they 
would be saving money, and the 
final decision of the commissioners 
could be from among the three 
remaining firms, There might be 
more discussion on that subject. 

During the August first 
discussion Commissioner Ring 
noted with some pleasure that the 
selectmen of Stoneham seem .to 
have taken note of the Wilmington 
proposal, and to have directed the 
sewer department of that town to 
follow, if possible, the Wilmington 
example.

On the issue of crime we 
scream "can't" every chance we get and extend a panacea to the 
crime-weary public, which is gun control. Get rid of the guns, you 
get rid of the crime. On the surface, a nifty bandwagon piece for any 
aspiring pol, not be bothered with the complicated programs of 
increasing police budgets and purging the old-boy judiciary bic ’ 
out lenient sentences,

Personal protection not enough 

For your attention, the already published account of Hans Riemer, 
a Chelmsford businessman who was denied“a gun permit for “all 
lawful purposes" and instead offered the "B" rating permit for target 
shooting and hunting. The difference is that the first classification 
allows the qualified citizen to carry a handgun at all times, whereas 
the second is more restrictive, permitting gun ownership for 
sporting use only. 

Riemer was conscientious. Wanting a gun for personal safety 
concerns, he went so far as to enroll in a safety course, only to be 
denied his constitutional rights by Chelmsford Police Chief Joseph 
Connell. Connell's Constitution was purchased at a K-Mart no doubt, 
missing one of the vital parts called the Second Amendment. 

Riemer subsequently hauled the chief into court but obtained little 
sympathy from the judge. Had Riemer been a criminal, today's 
Massachusetts judiciary may have been plenty sympathetic and 
accomodating. In the moments while Riemer was treated like a 
criminal, plently of criminals were probably adding to their 
stockpile of illegal weaponry. This is yet another case for electing 
judges in the Bay State. 

A new trend affecting private ownership of guns 

Increasingly, Massachusetts chiefs of police, unsettled by the 
liability that police departments can actually be sued by those injured 
by licensed gun owners, are putting the brakes.on the "protection of 
life and property" permits, once generously issued and still coveted 
by gun enthusiasts. The bottom line here is that not everyone 
wanting a gun simply for protection will be allowed, even when they 
pass the mandatory criminal background check. 

The dangerous trend evident in this case is that local constabularies 
have succumb to the myth that the less guns permitted, the less crime. 

Wrong. 

Chiefs of police have nearly full discretion 

It's amazing to see the steady erosion of constitutional rights vis a 
vis the private ownership of guns. Massaschusetts already has a near 
flawless registration process prerequisite for gun ownership, 
whereby any citizen applicant must be fingerprinted, photographed 
and checked for criminal background. The hazy part is where chiefs 
of police comes in, They are lawfully allowed to have the final say 
and this is where most of the infringing takes place, 

While the infringement charges are gaining publicity in 
Chelmsford no such controversy has been noted in Wilmington, 
where the chief of police enjoys a positive relationship with the 
community. But could it happen here? Will police advocate trivial 
law enforcement, as was the case in Chelmsford, preventing a 
respected businessman from having a gun because "less guns mean 
less crime", the height of naivete. 

And perhaps a great irony here are the cases of criminals filing 
charges against gun owners who use their weapons. Newspapers 
carry stories regularly of the criminal breaking into a home who is 
stopped by a gun owner protecting his or her family and property. 
‘The injured criminal can then actually sue, and that is where police 


contend they have liablity. 


Two can sue for liability 
But here is the flip side of that letigious coin. Mr. Citizen is denied 


While in the city he is attacked, mugged, and seriously injured. He 


himself should sue the police for liablity because had his permit to a

carry at all times been permitted he would have had the protection to 
avoid the injury. 

If the criminals can sue, so too should the good guys. 

Briefly in Politics... 

The Massachusetts*Republican Party is expected to unveil its 
own redistricting plan for 1992 which would change the face of the 
Twentieth Middlesex District, now including all of Tewksbury and 
Wilmington precincts 1,2,4 and 5. The district would expand north 
to include one precinct in Lowell, while a good chunk of Wilmington 
would merge with the Andover representative district now held by 
Republican Gary Coon, meaning Rep. Marinne Brenton would 
no longer have a Wilmington precinct. Rep. Rob Krekorian , 
would keep precinct six. It's unclear what impact the G.O.P. 
proposal will have, as the House leadership, controlled by 
Democrats, will undoubtedly control any redistricting blueprint for 
1992, Rep. James Robert Miceli, who's controlled the Twentieth 
seat for 14 years, was a member of the last redistricting committee. 
Governor William F, Weld is pushing for a speedy redistricting in- 
time for the 1992 elections while many Democrats prefer a 1994 
timetable. 

As for the 1992 races locally, Tewksbury's State Senator Patricia 
McGovern (D) may be targeted by the state G.O.P. Political 
insiders see McGovern's home of Lawrence as a bastion of 
discontented voters, frustrated with the city's growing problems and 
prepared to take out their anger on the senator should the right 
opponent emerge. Further, Republican strategists believe 
McGovern's suburban constituencies like Tewksbury are ripe for a 
moderate G.O.P. candidate. Party stratégists are whooing two 
possible contenders, both from different ends of the district. 

McGovern came to the state senate defeatiglg legendary politico 
Senator Wall, and serves as Senate Presidegt Billy Bulger's ways 
and means chairman, a title former Republican candidate Alba 
Castilla tried to exploit against McGovern in the 1990 election. 
McGovern's re-election victory was by a wide margin and she enjoys 
an impressive campaign treasury. But Republicans believe their 
party's new found stength and Governor Weld's growing popularity 
will boost a candidate's chances in '92. Also, within McGovern's 
own district key communities went with Republicans for seats in the 
House; Rep. Brion Cangiamila in Billerica and Rep. Gary Coon 
in Andover, “Tewksbury Republicans are actively making plans to 
unseat Ms. McGovern," said Greg Reynolds, chairman of the 
‘Iuwksbury Republican Town Committee. 

Next Monday night the Wilmington Board of Selectmen and 
Housing Authority meat jointly to select David Fitzgerald's 
replacement. Fitzgerald, past authority chairman, leaves behind a

How much longer? 


Passenger rail service was restored to North Wilmington 11 years 
ago, after an.absence of 20 years. The trains run under an agreement 
between the MBTA (Mass. Bay Transportation Authority) and the 
Merrimack Valley Transit Authority, both entities of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. 

North Wilmington is kind of an incldeatal stop. The trains are 
intended to provide service to the towns to the northeast, Andover, 
Lawrence and Haverhill, 

The problem for Wilmington is that the MBTA has never built:a 
passenger platform in North Wilmington. This leaves passengers with 
a high step in boarding or exiting the train. 

To ease that high step, the conductor stops the train at the grade 
crossing for Middlesex Avenue, Route 62. This at least gives the 
passengers some solid footing at a higher grade than the ballast along 
the tracks, 

Under this arrangement, however, the train blocks the road, which is 
a heavily traveled way linking most of North Wilmington to the rest 
of town. 

On Tuesday evening, a train was pulling into the station just as two 
fire engines approached the crossing. The train proceeded to stop, 
completely blocking the crossing. There was nothing that the fire- 
fighters could do but wait. 

Fortunately, no lives were at stake. The call to which the fire engines 
were responding was an alarm triggered by a water surge in an 
industrial building. 

It is ludicrous, though, to allow a commuter train to block 
emergency vehicles for a fwo-minute period while passengets 
disembark. That two-minute delay could be disastrous in a 
life-or-death situation. 

The situation has been made known to state officials, who have 
acknowledged the problem. Plans have been in the works for several 
years for a passenger platform to be built in North Wilmington, A 
platform would allow trains to stop in an area away from the crossing, 
and allow passengers to enter and exit the train with ease. 

If there is one complaint about state government besides taxes, it has 
to be the slow’pace with which projects are built. Plans are discussed 
for years while needs go unmet. Costs escalate, both through inflation 
and added engineering charges, The project is never built. 

One very real irony is that a simple platform could be built fora 
small amount of money, and very quickly, terms which escape the 
comprehension of state officials. 

If nothing else, the state owes an explanation of why the platform hes. 
not been built after 11 years of train service. If a private-sector 
enterprise engaged in such delays, the state would be assessing fines 
with a vengeance. Citizens, though, have no such recourse for delays 
by incompetent officials: 

Town officials need to adopt the North Wilmington crossing as a pet 
cause, and apply pressure at the state level until a remedy is provided,

backyard gardening

As all gardeners eventually 
discover, there is no such thing as 
a perfect garden, Insects, diseases, 
soil problems and weather 
conditions all conspire against. us 
during the summer months and it 
all becomes a test of will to see if 
‘we can stay with it into September. 

T look at my garden each year-as a 
challenge. There are so many 
things which can go wrong, 
(another Murphy's Law?) and I can 
count on problems occurring 
where none were expected. 

Readers of this column are 
becoming more communicative 
this year and here is a further 
sampling of recent letters ang 
‘phone calls. 

JR. in Tewksbury asks why I 
have not written about growing 
corn, and what can he do about 
raccoons damaging his crop each 
year? 

As to why this subject has not 
been touched on, the reason is that 
very few - I'd estimate no more 
than two dozen - backyard 
gardeners grow sweet corn here in 
Wilmington and Tewksbury. Corn 
takes a lot of room, needs several 
sprayings to prevent borers and 
earworms, and is relatively 
inexpensive at farmstands. I 
hesitate to write about those crops 
which are not commonly grown. 
As to raccoons, their numbers, like 
woodchucks are way up this year. 
Try this; as soon as the silk forms 
at the top’of the ears, sprinkle 
cayenne pepper around that area.

after it rains. When the coon gets a 
snootfull of pepper, he will look 
elsewhere for his or her evening 
meal, 

T.S. in Wilmington called to ask 
why. her snap bean plants always 
appear stunted and seem to develop 
yellowed leaves when the plants are 
only three or four inches high. In 
the course of this conversation it 
was learned that her beans have 
been planted in the same corner of 
the garden for many years. Bean 
production has fallen off to next to 
nothing. My best guess is that root 
nematodes have built up their 
population in the bean patch and 
are destroying the root systems. 
Nematodes are microscopic 
translucent worms which live in 
the soil and attack many kinds of 
plant roots. Peas and beans are 
especially prone to nematode 
attacks when crops are not rotated 
in the garden. You can treat the soil 
next spring with diazinon granules 
(following directions to the letter) 
and, most important, plant your 
legumes in 4 different location 
every year. 

ELL. in Tewksbury writes to ask 
if there is any connection between 
the white butterflies he sees around 
his broccoli plants and the green 
worms which inevitably show up in 


the broccoli heads. Good 
observation. The white butterfly, 
with three or four black spots on 
the wings, is indeed the moth of the 
common green cabbage worm. 
Since this gardener is trying to go 
totally organic, I suggested using

The skin of the peppers must be 
hard and shiny, Peppers can be 
harvested any time after the fruits 
are a couple of inches long. Taste 
and texture do not change much as 
the peppers get larger. Left on the 
plants too long they will turn red 
or yellow. Keep the plants picked 
and you can expect to harvest 
Peppers right through to the first 
frost. 

Keep in mind that your flower 
and vegetable plants require an 
inch of water cach week, either by 
rainfall or sprinkling, to thrive and 
mature properly.

"At Winchester 
Hospital, we encourage 
certification in order to exemplify 
the high quality of care that the 
hospital is committed to 
providing," says Ms. Driscoll. 

"Based on predetermined 
standards, certification is the 
process by which a professional 
organization validates a registered 
nurse's qualifications, knowledge, 
and practice in his or her defined 
functional or clinical area of 
practice. It establishes that a nurse 
has taken on the responsibility of 
demonstrating an advanced level of 
competence by meeting a national 
standard." At the present time, 
there are 21 nurses at Winchester 


Hospital who Have received their 
certification. 

According to American Nurses 
Credentialing Center, a division of 
the American Nurses Association 
which established the certification 
Program, certification is reserved 
for those nurses who have met 
Certain requirements for clinical or 
functional practice in a specialized 
field, have pursued education 
beyond basic nursing preparation 
and_received-the-endorsement_of 
their peers. The certification 
examinations are objective tests 
that cover knowledge, under- 
standing and application of 
professional nursing theory and 
practice. 

Carol Mitchell, RN, an oncology 
nurse at Winchester Hospital who 
received her certification, 
commented that the certification 
exam covered all aspects of cancer 
and oncology nursing. "It was 
challenging preparing for and 
taking the certification exam," said 
Ms. Mitchell. "And it was exciting 
finding out where I stood among 
my peers in the country.” 

Lorraine Smith, RN, who is 
certified in "inpatient obstetrics,” 
has been in the nursing field for 25 
years.

Where do all these insects come 
from? 

Answer: Everywhere, Insects do 
the incredible, when it comes to the 
filling of environmental niches. If 
there is the possibility for life, or 
an aspect of nature that hasn't been 
exploited, the insects will find it, 
and flourish. 

We're familiar with the common 
insects, and we know where some 
of them breed. Or do we? 

Take mosquitoes, please. Every= 
body knows mosquitoes breed only 
in water, Well, sort of. 

Mosquitos breed in all sorts of 
water. Some prefer small puddles 
of standing water, such as found in 
old tires and half-filled bottles. But 
other mosquitos breed only in foul 
water, such as septic overflow, and 
others breed only in swamps. There 
is incredible variety of mosquitos, 
and 44 species in Massachusetts are 
known to feed on humans. The list. 
of non-human biting mosquitoes is 
much, much bigger. 

As an example of insects filling an 
environmental niche, look at the 
common water strider. This long- 
legged insect runs on the surface of 
the water, held up by the surface 
tension, Water striders supposedly 
taste bad enough that fish will leave 
them alone, so they thrive on top of 
the water, their private kingdom. 
Insects live above and below the 
water, but only the striders own the 
surface itself. 

Ticks, nasty suckers that they are, 
still manage to survive in the worst 
possible places. In the Arctic, or so 
I'm told, you won't find a single

living mammal without finding a 
few hundred ticks as well. Every 
warm-blooded creature in the icy 
wastelands plays host to battalions 
of the bloodsuckers. 

Butterflies are everywhere, but a 
species of plant is host to only a few 
types of butterfly. The lovely black 
and orange Monarch butterfly will 
feed and lay its eggs only on milk- 


.weed plants, and none other. With- 


out milkweed, there would be no 
Monarchs. x 

“But the Viceroy butterfly looks 
just like the Monarch, and it takes a 
pro to tell them apart. And there is 
a good reason. 

By feeding strictly on milkweed, 
the Monarch tastes as bitter as the 
milkweed, although I won't vouch 
for that fact first-hand. Ahem. Any 
bird that has eaten a Monarch will 
never again touch one. If a Viceroy 
flitters by, the bird won't touch that 
either. Can't tell them apart. Aha! 

Qther species of butterfly require 
different plants, which is logical. If 
one species of plant played host to a 
dozen different butterfly species, 
the caterpillars would soon strip the 
plant bare, and into extinction. By 
spreading out, and covering all the 
plants, there is enough for all. 

By the way, a popular item these 
days is a wildflower garden, with 
all sorts of native blooming plants. 
A wildflower garden will attract all 
sorts of different butterflies, while 
a “standard” garden won't. 


Just for the record, you can tell a 
moth from a butterfly by antennae 
and wing scales. Butterflies have 
smooth antenna and rounded wing 
scales (under a microscope), while 
moths have fluffier antennae and 
ragged scales. 

Some nocturnal moths rely upon 
camoflage during the day, to keep 
them safe, which they don't need at 
night. Check out some of the darker 
moths visiting your porch light 
tonight, then imagine those same 
insects lying motionless against a 
tree. You'll notice that their colors 
would blend in perfectly with tree 
bark, which is their survival trick. 

Bees aren't quite so exclusive in 
their feeding. By visiting whatever 


and beetles, and the list goes on. All—————¥ 


bees are busy throughout the long 
growing seasont. 

The bee family has a few native 
species, such as the sweat bee, so the 
plants didn't need the Europeans to 
introduce the familiar honeybee for 
them to survive. The little "sweat 
bee" pollinates just fine, thanks. 

Anything landing on the ground 
is subject to insect feeding, except 
of course for rocks. Wood will be 
eaten by termites, leaves by “leaf- 
cutter" ants, organics by maggots 


things dying and landing on the dirt 
are utilized by some form of life. 

How can termites eat wood? They 
don't. Termites intestinal tracts are 
full of bacteria which digest cellu- 
lose, and the termites survive on the 
bacteria's by-products. Clever. 

Some species of insect have very | 
little to do with the air. Mayflies, a 
popular insect among trout anglers, 
only hatch into the air to breed, but 
they hatch in great numbers. But 
the adults only live a few hours, 
long enough to breed, then they die. 
The eggs are laid upon the water, 
where the larvae live their lives. 

Dragonflies, on the other hand, 
do equally well above and below 
the water. The dragonfly larvae is a 
notorious predator underwater and 
the adults are notorious predators. 
of flying insects above. Two niches 
with one insect! 

If one insect breeds without being 
limited by predators (a la the gypsy 
moth), we have a problem. Luckily 
there is no shortage of predators, 
from birds to spiders to other types 
of insect. By the millions they die, 
and by the millions they breed. 

But the insects weré here before 
mankind appeared, they've adapted 
to virtually every stratum of life on 
Earth, and they'll be here long after 
we're gone, They eat practically 
everything, and live almost every- 
where on the planet. 

And mankind has never been able 
to eradicate any species of insect, 
no matter how hard we've tried. 

They're here to stay.

It’s 2-o’clock on a hot, sultry, 
Friday afternoon and three people 
are climbing the bell tower of 
Reading’s Old South Church to 
study a piece of history and 
mechanical beauty. 

Only one of the three need to 
be there the other two are just try- 
ing to record a piece of history. 

That person, David B. Roberts, * 
along with his brother, James H. 
Roberts, is responsible for,keep- 
ing the clock running properly 
and on time. Together the pair 
make up Clockfolk of New 
England, the company charged 
with the responsibility of main- 
taining Reading’s town treasure. 


A piece of ister and a mechanical —=¥ 


built clock that has been ticking 
almost continuously since it was 
installed in early February, 1913. 

The present clock with its 
white faces was built to replace 
one that was lost in the December, 
1911 fire that burned the church to 
the ground. 

The new clock was built at the 
Seth Thomas plant in Thomaston, 
Connecticut on December 24, 
1912. 

According to Roberts, it is one 
of the few time pieces in the area 
that has not had an electric motor 
added to keep it running. 

Roberts has to climb the stairs 
once a week. On the particular 
day that the information for the

story was gathered he! had delayed 
the winding until the photogra- 
pher and the reporter could join 
him on the weekly trek. 

When we arrived in the steeple 
toom just below the church bell 
we found the weight almost total- 
ly unwound. 

Roberts said “The clock goes 
just three days over a week, 
almost to the hour between wind- 
ings.” 

He usually tries to do the wind- 
ing within the seven days. It takes 
50 revolutions-per-day to rewind 
the bell and striker, and the seven 
day limit means only 350 turns. 

The information is necessary to 
know for those times when the 
brothers are off on a vacation. 

Usually one or the other is 
around to keep the regular sched- 
ule. However, if for some reason 
the two would be away for the 10- 
day period, the trip has to be 
timed so that one of them is back 
in time to keep the clock going. 

However, on this particular day 
the clock took the full 500 revolu- 
tions of the handle. 

On the average it takes about 
one-hour to complete the winding 
process. That proc s of 


This is a story about televi- 
sion, Well, not television, exactly. 
Television sets, to be more pre- 
cise. The television sets used to” 
belong to a great and good buddy 
of ours. We say used to because 
he doesn’t have those television 
sets anymore. They didn’t break, 
and they weren’t stolen. But let 
there be no misunderstanding 
about it: these tv sets are definite- 
ly gone. Before we explain how 
they slipped out of the possession 
of our buddy, let us tell you how 
the issue of the missing television 
sets came to the forefront. 

It all started last weekend, 
when this buddy of ours invited us 
over to his house to watch the first 
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clock room. The first is the almost 
800 pounder that balances the bell 
movement. The second is a 450 
pound weight that helps to regu- 
late the movement of the clock 
works itself. 

The tall and thin Robert's 
brother cranks these weights up as 
if they were feathers. He noted 
that the weights are on double 
compound pulleys. They not only 
make it easier to wind the clock 
but also slow the speed of the 
weight drop. 

Without the pulley system, 
Roberts’ estimates that the clock 
would have to be wound every 
four days, 

He pointed to an electric motor 
that has been installed for the 
winding of the bell and striker. 
However, a quick demonstration 
showed that hand cranking the 
cable is much quicker. 

As Roberts winds the works, 
he is also looking around the 
clock to check for signs of needed 
maintenance.

Pets need relief from the heat 


According to Walter Kilroy, 
Director of Law Enforcement at 
the MSPCA, each year pets die 
from heat prostration after being 
left in a hot car. "Pets are very 
sensitive to the heat especially in 
an enclosed space such as a car," 
said Kilroy. Even with the win- 
dows left partially open, pets can 
overheat in as little as five to 15 
minutes on an 85 degree day, 
according to Kilroy. In that time, a 
car's temperature can reach well 
above 100 degrees. Kilroy warned 
that ‘pets are also susceptible to 
heatstroke when left outside with- 
out shade and water. 

*If you notice heat stress symp- 
toms -- such as severe panting or 
in extreme cases, staggering, 
weakness or collapse -- immedi- 
ately begin lowering the animal's 
body temperature by hosing the 
animal down'with cool water or 
by applying cool, wet towels to 
the entire body. The animal 
should then receive prompt veteri- 
nary attention. 

«Always provide your pet with 
properly ventilated shelter in a 
well shaded area, and fresh water. 


Exercise with your pet in the 
cool morning or early evening 
hours, When, starting your pet on 
an exercise program, make sure 
your pet is free from any heart 
problems or other health consider- 
ations and introduce the program * 
gradually to build your pet's * 
endurance.

That clock was installed in 
June of that year and kept “pass- 
able time” until 1878. 

During that year, the clock 
would lose time and then gain it 
or it would misstrike the number 
of hours. 

It was during this period that 
the Board of Selectmen scraped 
together $35 to have the clock 
overhauled, 

Once that was done the annual 
funding out of Town Meeting was 
started. 

That original Clock had white 
hands on a black face, The new 
clock was built with a white face 
to allow bulbs to be installed 
inside the tower. This allowed the 
clock to be read at night. Pa 

, According to Roberts, many of

engineered out of the new one. 

He notes that the pendulum is 
driven by the same Dennison 
Three Double Legged Gravity 
Escape system that was designed 
by Lord Grinthorpe (Edward 
Beckett Dennison) to drive 
London’s “Btg Ben.” 

The Seth Thomas people took 
into consideration that the cold 
winters and hot summers of New 
England might affect the length of 
the pendulum so it-was designed 
to withstand the affects of the 
weather, 

The gears of the.clock works 
turn the four hollow steel bur 
wood filled drive shafts on the 
clock. These make a complete 
revolution every hour, which in 
turns revolves smaller gears on 
the inside of the clock faces. 
Those gears make a full revolu- 
tion every twelve hours and thus 
the clocks hands turn. 

Roberts noted that the Seth 
Thomas people thought of the fact 
that the drive shafts may get bent 
over the years and therefore 
designed two universal joints on 
each shaft, so that the proper tums 
can be made. 

One ingenious device is the 
cogged flywheel that was 
designed to keep the bells ringing 
in an orderly fashion every hour. 

Even the design of the-clock 
face was well thought out. 
Because the lights would show up 
the seams at night, those seams 
were designed to be hidden by the 
Roman numerals on the clock. 

According to Roberts, it would 
be too expensive to make such a 
clock today. 

In fact the Seth Thomas 
Company stopped production on 
this type of timepiece in 1929. 

Roberts said that the last one 
was installed in 1941, o 


About the only element that 
Roberts has to contend with on 
this clock is that of snow. 

He noted that during bad 
storms the snow packs up on the 
clock face and if even one stops 
then the whole clock stops until 
the face can be cleared, 

Roberts added that the North 
face of the clock is the only origi- 
nal one left, The rest have been 
replaced throughout the years,

"Hot Shots" Charlie Sheen, Cary 
Elwes, Valeria Golino, Lloyd 
Bridges. Directed by Jim 
Abrahams. Produced by Bill

—Flyboys_haye always had a cer- 
tain bravura in the movies. They 
swagger, they party hard and those 
who don't win their battles are 
expected to die with dignity. Well, 
"Hot Shots" knocks all the hot air 
out of that legend, as this flick is a 
cross between "Airplane" and "Top 
Gun." 

Parodies tend to wear thin after 
the first 20 minutes or so, but this 
comedy is well-paced, cleverly 
written and full of enough surprises 
to hold up.until the end, Charlie 
Sheen plays Topper, a rebellious 
pilot who can't live down the dis- 
grace of his father, a pilot who 
caused the death of another flyboy 
20 years earlier, Topper, who is 
charismatic and well-intentioned, is 
also wired a little too tightly, His 
tendency to lose control makes him 
the pawn of unscrupulous industri- 
alists who hope to sabotage Navy 
equipment in order to sell the gov- 
emment their own planes. 

The plot is not as important to 
the story as the characters and the 
sight gags. Co-written and directed 
by Jim Abrahams, of "Airplane!,” 
"Top Secret" and "Naked Gun" 
fame, this guy knows the genre. 
With one exception, he successful- 
ly makes fun of everything from 
"Dances with Wolves" to the con- 
cept of military intelligence - and 
everything else that stands in his 
way. The only time Abrahams fails 
is in a drawn-out parody of roman- 
ticmoments in famous films. 

Sheen is far better in a comedic 
role than you'd expect and the sup- 
porting cast is just fab. Jon Cryer 
does a great bit as a flyer with 
Walleye vision and Cary Elwes is 
nasty and aloof as the best dressed, 


most culinary of the airmen. But is 
is Lloyd Bridges who steals the 
show with his deadpan delivery. He 
plays an admiral who has been lit- 
erally shot to bits and is pretty 
much a goofball because of all the 
replacement parts. He is, of course, 
in charge of a top secret, highly 
dangerous mission that hé can bare- 
ly comprehend, 

The one offensive aspect of this 
film is all the anti-arab sentiment. 
The Arabs, all a bumbling lot, are 
treated much as filmmakers por- 
trayed Russians and American 
Indians in the past. This entertain- 
ing film would have been just as 
funny with out the racism, Rated 
PG-13.
